MORE INTER-STATE IGNORANCE.

A new outhreak of misinformation,
iher lenorant or intentional, concerning
e inier-State commeree law and commis-
<ion is perpetrated by the Philadelphia
Felegrapk. That journal starts ont with
ai nssertion that “to do away with the
vits of too sharp competition,” among
T things, “the commission was vested
with extraordinary powers and anthorized
to interfere with the performance of con-

tots in a manner that might easily be-
come  Intolerable.” This Is sufficlent to
show that our estermed  cotemporary
adopts the German method of evolving the
purposes aid provisions of the Inter-State
commerce law from ifs inner conscious-
m=. There s not a line in the law indi-
cating n purpose to «do away with the
evils of too sharp competition; the

commission is only vested witl: some of the
regnlative powers declared by the United
Stutes Supreme Court in the case of the
Wahash road agninst the State of THinols,

THE TREASURY'S CONDITION.

The special dispateh from W
with regard to the condition of the Treas-
ury isintended to be reassuring as regands
the state of the surplus; but it hardly
makesagood case for the party responsi-
ble for the present state of the Treasury.
As for the assurnnce that the Treasury is
not bankrupt, there is no need for it
Only the wildest and most ignorant parti-
sanship could think of making such an
attack on the Treasury, which, notwith-
standing the lavishness of the last Con-
gress, is the strongest financial institution
of the warld.

But that recognition of the fact cannot
take away the scriousness of the charge
that lavish appropriations have reduced the
surplus, so that the most favorable esti-
mate of the available balunce putsitat
three millions and recognizes the proba-
bility of a deficit before Congress meets
again. Such a change from the surplus
which was in the Treasury at the opening
of the Fifty-first Congress warrants the
charge that the Republican party has
abandoned the time-honored policy of
keeping expenditures within revenue, and
shows the result of the reckless expendi-
ture which that body carried to a previ-
ously unprecedented degree,

Our correspondentascribes aflarge share
of this outfiow of the public funds to the
indiseriminate grant of pensions, There
is doubtless too much truth in this view.
The idea that pensions must be distributed
freely has been earried to the length of
scattering them without regard to the
warthiness or need of the applieants.  But
that is ot the whole of the trouble, It
was pointed out at the sdjonrnment of
Congress, that every appropristion passed
by that body showed increase, with two
execeptions, and the decrease in these two
cases was less than half a million dollars.
Had all the other appropriations been kept
down to the limit of former years, the
pension approprintion might have been
made, with expenditures confined within
CUTrent resourees.

There is no danger that the Treasury
will not be abile to meet all demands that
are made upon it; but it will be a weak
polnt in the armor of the Republican party,
that o single term of itssupremaey in Con-
gress converted a large surplus into sach
a deficieney that the Treasury will be
foreed to draw upon its reserves.

INTERESTS IN FAVOR OF IT.

Referring to the unique duty: imposed on
the voters of Pennsvivania at the next
election, of choosing mémbers of the con-
stitutional conveution, and at the same
time deciding whether there shall be a
constitutional convention or not, the
Philadelphia Témes rightly says that it
“mukes the coming election one of the
most important ever held in this Common-
wealth.”  But an erroneous coneeption of
the situation is shown in the farther re-
mark: “In view of the many interests in
favor of a constitutional convention, It
will be the part of wisdom for the people
of all parties to assume that a convention
will be held.”

The Ttmes is right in urging, as a con-
clusion, that the best man, irrespective of
polities, should be chosen for the conven-
tion; but its reason for accepting the
convention ilself as a4 foregone conclu-
sion I8 the most valid reason for
the people to vote down the whole propo-
sition. The predication of “interests in
favor of a constitutional convention™
points very pertinently to the inquiry
what these interesis are. T DispATCH
has held that %the propaosition affords the
opportunity for specinl interests to have
the fundamental law mutilated for their
advantage; but this is a significant intima-
tion that these interests are bestirring
themselves for that end.

Such a statement of the issue shouid not
lead the people to accept a constitutional
convention, but rather to squelch the
project.  The present Constitution is a
good one. It is only seventeen years since
its adoption, snd it would be criminal neg-
ligenee on the part of the people to permit
it to be emusculated in the interests of the
corporstions and practical politicians.

A PRAISEWORTHY ACT.

The world owes credit to Lady Burton,
the widow of Burton. the African explorer
and Arabiescholar, who wound up a mther
eceentrie career by making translations of
Arahic literature, the most salient charae-
teristics of which were their startlingly in-
decent character. The last work of this
sort which Burton did was the translation
of the Arabic “Rose Garden,” which he
left her as a source of ineome, and for
which a publisher offered her £6,000. After
reading the translation over, she put it
into the fire, déclaring that she wonld not
be a party to its publication fors thousand
times six thousand pounds.

This is an honest and effective protest
against the degradation of what was until
recently o pure literature with more or
less gilded salnciousness. It is clear that
her honest womanhond could not be de-
ceived by the shallow plea that the curse
by put-
ting in costly bindings and eircnlating it
only among the wealthy fanciers of such
filth. She had no hesitation in rejecting a
material inerease .of her fortune mather
than consent to snch a degradation of the
name of literature. For that pmetical
and earnest stand in favor of literary
purity every honest man and woman who
wat:i: English literature will be grateful
to her.

The controversy existing between the
United $tates .and England about the seal
fisheries of Bering Sea, and®the correspond-
ence that has taken pisee in regard thereto
between Mr. Blaine and Lord Salisbury has
attracted to the subject on both sides of the
Atlantic very considerable attention.

While this Alaskan seal fishery question
is so prominently before the people It seems

to me it would be well to consider it in
a;mnhor t as it relstes to ourselves
nlone,

Ever since onr Government has possessed
Alaska, now nearly a quarter of a century,
the seal flsheries have leased to a cor-
porstion to which the éxalusive ht af
guthering seals has glven. irough
this menns the Government has conferred
upon a few individuals great wealth while
exclnding absolutely the of that Ter-
ritory from all pa n the benefita
of the chief, if not the only, industry known
to them,
